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More Than a Score of Lives Said to be 


Lost by a Bailer Explosion. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


FALL RIVER, June U.—The worst catas- 


trophe that has visited this city since the 
Granite mill disaster, occurred about 8.30 
o'clock this morning at Langley's loom 
and harness shop on County street. A new 
boiler of the Kendall make exploded in 
the basement of a two-story wooden build- 
ing blowing out the entire end of the 
structure, knocking the supports from the 
sides and causing the upper floor to settle 
into a mass of ruins. 


There were forty-five persons at work 


in the shop and only nine are known to 
have escaped alive. 


Flames at once communicated with the 


ruins and they began burning briskly. The 
tire department worked heroically to res- 
cue the imprisoned people, whose shrieks 
and cries for help were agonizing to hear. 


An ambulance call was immediately 


sent out, and every physician who could 
lie reached was sent at once to the scene. 


Houses and stores in vicinity were 


turned into temporary hospitals. 


A 9 o'clock the fire was extinguished 


hut still smouldered so that the work of 
jescue proceeded with difficulty.

FALL BIVEH, 12 m.—The police at noon 


\vere able to account for all but three of 
the persons known to have been in the 
Langley building when the explosion 
occurred. 
Four dead bodies have been 


recovered—Lelia Horton, 17; Adele Dube, 
IT, Robert Murray, 21; and one man not 
yet identified. Three who are missing are 
supposed to be in the debris. 


Engineer Lepage has been arrested. He 


s;tid that to his knowledge the boiler had 
not been inspected since it had been in 
use. 


The greatest excitement prevails in the 


vicinity of the explosion. The streets are 
C"owded with people. 


The scenes about the awful wreck are 


pitiable beyond description. Friends and 
relatives are wild with grief. 


The whole city's business is interfered 


vv ith by the disaster, and immense crowds 
are flocking to the awful scene.

They heard a 
terrific report followed by a shock, then 
th.i roof seemed to lift and fall,completely 
demolishing the whole building.

The engine was a 50-horse power sit- 


ua'ed in the northwest corner of the 
building. 


The firemen and citizens are working 


bravely, but it is impossible to make 
much headway in clearing away the im- 
mense heap of ruins. 


An Impostor Visits Adams and Swindles 


a Clergyman. 


The Boston Globe of yesterday had an 


account of a swindler who has been pass- 
ing under the name of Father Duperon, 
the famous Indian missionary. Aecorefc 
ing to the account, this fellow has been 
doing quite a business in Fitchburg and 
other places in the eastern part of the 
state, and it is said that when he was 
likely to be found out he came up this 
way, visited Adams last Sunday, celebrated 
mass and secured $40 from Father Moran. 
He had come east, he said, to collect funds 
with which to build again his church and 
monastary, which had been destroyed 
by 
forest fires, and 
as 
he 
was 


bereft of his large fortune he was obliged 
to look to the public for assistance. He 
succeeded in collecting considerable sums 
of money from the priests he visited. The 
real father Duperon has spent nearly two 
million dollars among the Indians, and as 
he has never been seen hereabouts, this 
adventurer had little trouble in imperson- 
ating him. A good many seivant girls in 
Boston have been swindled by a man they 
supposed to be a priest, and it is believed 
that was the work of this same man. The 
impostor sent a telegram from Boston to 
a priest in Fitchburg, signed "Archbishop 
Williams," introducing "Father Duperon" 
and bespeaking for him the utmost cour- 
tesy and assistance. The man is fifty-five 
or sixty years old, clean shaven and 
clothed in priestly garb. Efforts will be 
made to apprehend him. He was last 
seen in Boston yesterday. 


The bogus Father Duperon was present 


at St. Charles1 church Sunday, and gave 
sermons at both masses. 
He celebrated 


the 10.30 o'clock mass and told such a 
story of his suffering at the hands of the 
Indians, his resignation to God's will, and 
various other other things, that every- 
body was struck with symp athy. He said 
he was 73 years of age and had been a 
priest more than fifty years. He gave the 
benediction that afternoon and later heard 
confessions. 


His exposer was Rev. J. G. Malo of Da- 


kota, who was a guest of Rev. Fr. Tring- 
anne early in the week. 
Both were on 


the Boston train Wednesday and Fr. 
Malo recognized him at once as animpos- 
ter whom he had met before. 
Explana- 


tions were made in Fitchburgh and the 
exposition followed.

priest, upon whom the suspicion rests, 
secured no money from him. and he, with 
the rest ofthe Catholic clergy of Adams, 
very much doubted whether the man was 
an impostor as represented.

Desperate 


Struggle With a Mad Man 


in Adams' Lockup. 


A KXIFE IX THE LFXATirs HANDS. 


SOME TEACHERS WILL LEAVE. 


The Insane Man was Choked fnto Sub- 


mission After a Desperate Struggle. 


He Will be in Judge Thayer's 


Court Tomorrow Morning, 


Sheriff Charles H. Tinney had a very 


serious time at the lookup on Spring street, 
last night, which was practically a fight 
for life, with a crazy man. 


Orloff Wagner was the insane man. He 


was left in the lockup, preparatory to a 
hearing which is to be held before Judge 
Tbayer at North Adams, tomorrow morn- 
ing, 
and instead of being placed in a cell 


he was given the liberty of the large 
room. 


Wagner is a short, thick-set German 


and a man of more than ordinary strength. 
He was arrested Wednesday and every- \ 
thing of a dangerous nature was taken 
away from him. It being necessary to 
keep him in the lockup, the officers took 
it upon themselves to call there at least 
every half hour and see that he did noth- 
ing dangerous to himself. 


At about 9 o'clock last evening Chief 


Curran went to the lockup and found 
Wagner to be quiet. He found a case 
knife on the stove and has been unable to 
ascertain how it came there. He took it 
away however, and about 9.30 o'clock 
Sheriff Tinney went to see the crazy roan. 


Sheriff Tinney had been driving with his 


wife and when he went into the lockup 
she held the horse outside. When the 
sheriff' went in he noticed that Wagner 
looked excited and in a very short time he 
found that the man was in a violent way. 
The prisoner 
demanded that 
he be 


brought home. 
Sheriff Tinney replied 


that he had not taken him and therefore 
could not let him go. The German shout- 
ed something in his own language, which 
according to the pronunciation given by 
Sheriff Tinney as he remembers it, means 
"I'll hang you." 


Again Wagner shouted in excited tones, 


a German sentence, meaning "I'll cut 
your-throat." He dove into his pocket 
and pulled out a jack-knife and before the 
sheriff1 could prevent, had it opened and 
raised his arm. Sheriff Tinney grabbed 
his wrist and then ensued a rough-and- 
tumble encounter. The German pushed 
the opened weapon into his pocket and 
his combatant tried to make Mm take it 
out, with final success. 


In his frenzy, the man was indued with 


almost super-human strength. As soon as 
Sheriff Tinney had pulled his hand, which 
clasped the knife, from his pocket, Wag- 
ner wrenched his arm from the officer 
and made a lunge which, fortunately, was 
wide of the mark. Again they clasped 
and fell to the floor. Sheriff Tinney's 
sturdy strength finally prevailed against 
the madman's and he got him into a cor- 
ner, clioking hiai KDt\Wj>B knife was re- 
leased. He held him there for a few 
minutes and then pushed him into a cell. 


In the encounter, the stove-pipe was 


knocked down and there was general dis- 
order in the room. A short time after- 
wards several people came along, but dur- 
ing the fight there was no assistance and 
Mr. Tinney was in constant danger of his 
life. Wagner said he got the knife from 
an open cell, which held a prisoner on 
the previous night. 


At tomorrow's hearing, Judge Thayer 


will commit him to the asylum at North- 
ampton, Drs. Burton and Kurd having 
filled out certificates of insanity. He will 
be taken to that city by Sheriff Tinney 
and Chief Curran, and care will be taken 
that he will not make another attack of 
the same nature.

The many virtues of this good man de- 
mand further notice than simply that the 
possessor of them has passed away. That 
record has already been made in these 
columns. 


He was a modest man, and we may say 


for him, what he never would have said 
for himself, that his life was full of quiet, 
busy usefulness. He sonnded no trumpet 
to call attention to his good deeds, and 
aid not always let his left hand know 
what his right hand did. But that quiet 
life was a benediction to many. 


He was a loyal member of the Method- 


ist Episcopal church, and an earnest and 
devout Christian, a man of piety and prin- 
ciple. 
Faithful servants of Christ are 


rare. When God takes them home we 
miss them. 


Mr. Walden shared largely in the joys 


and sorrows of life. He was twice mar- 
ried and his two wives were sisters. 
His 


domestic relations were specially happy. 
He was a man who made home pleasant. 
His religion was of a wholesome, winsome 
kind, and his presence always brought 
sunshine and cheer to all within the 
charmed circle. But these very excel- 
lences make his loss the more severe, as 
his wife sits in lonely widowhood, and his 
daughter and grand-daughter mourn his 
loss under the shadow of this great sor- 
row. 


Death came to him suddenly, but few 


men needed less to be warned of its ap- 
proach. He bad not left the preparation 
for eternity till the hour of death, but was 
living this life with a constant reference 
to the life beyond. While our hearts are 
shadowed by his loss, he has gone out 
into the light of eternal day.

The Springfield Archdeaconry's Annual 


Meeting Held Yesterday. 


The annual meeting of the archdea- 


conry of the Springfield diocese 
was 


held yesterday afternoon at St. John's 
parish house, nearly fifty clergymen and 
laymen being present. 


At 12.30 o'clock holy communion by 


Archdeacon John C. Brooks of Springfield, 
Rev. D. A. Lawrence of Stockbridge and 
Rev. John C. Tebbetts was celebrated. A 
bounteous dinner was served by the ladies 
of the church in the parish house at 1.30 
o'clock, and at 2.30 o'clock the business 
meeting was held, the archdeacon presid- 
ing. 
Appropriations were made, officers

elected secretary and Charles H. Kead of 
this town treasurer. 
These officers, to- 


gether <vith Rev. William M. Grosvenor 
of Lenox, Rev. R. C. Smith of Northamp- 
ton, W. T. Petherbridge of Pittsfield, and 
C. C. Conantof Greenfield, were appointed 
as an executive committee. The needs of 
the different missions were discussed and 
appropriations from ¥100 to 5500 were 
made to each mission, *2700 in all being 
appropriated. 
The diSerent parishes 


were assessed for the support of these mis- 
sions. 


In the evening a public service was held 


and notwithstanding the pouring rain a 
large assembly was present. 
Archdeacon 


Brooks spoke upon the diocesan missions. 
Rev. William M. Grosvenor spoke upon 
foreign missionaries, and B. V. Finch upon 
domestic missions. 


Those of the clergymen and laymen 


who remained over night was entertained 
at the Wilson.

brother and departed to another field of 
effort. B. F. Mills stuck to the school, a 
business for which he was most admirably 
adapted, and succeeded in building up one 
of the best and best known private insti- 
tutions of learning in the country. 
The 


school grew steadily and as the business 
increased the buildings were enlarged 
from time to time to accommodate the 
growing demands. About the year 1870 
or 1871, just after a very great enlarge- 
ment had been made, the institute took 
fire and was burned to the ground. 
It 


was rebuilt the same year on a still j 
larger scale at a cost of about $80,000. j 
All the latest improvements known at i 
that time were put into the building, 
which is very handsome architecturally 
and capable 01' accommodating over 100 
persons. 
The sanitary 
arrangements 


were complete and the building was sup- 
plied with running water, lighted by gas 
and heated by steam. 
When completed 


it was the pride of its owner, of the 
town and of patrons of the school in all 
parts of the country, for the school at- 
tracted students from all parts of the 
United States, and some from beyond 
the borders of this country. 
It flourish- 


ed for several years after the erection of 
the new building and then came reverses, 
as is so frequently the case with large 
business concerns. 


In spite of its splendid record and repu- 


tation the school gradually warned and was 
closed by bankruptcy in 1889, to the great 
regret of all who were acquainted with its 
character and work. The property which 
includes besides the institute building a 
beautiful farm of ninety acres, with a resi- 
dence and large and substantial barns and 
outbuildings, was sold under mortgage 
foreclosure to the North Adams Savings 
bank, by which it has been owned till 
now, 
The place has not been regularly 


occupied since then and the buildings 
have suffered, fo some extent in conse- 
quence, but they are not beyond the pos- 
sibility of repair at moderade cost and 
will now be put in prime order again by 
the new owner. 


Mr. Savage will com ert the institute 


into a summer hotel, for which use it is as 
well adapted as if it had been built espec- 
ially for that purpose.

The section abounds in trout 
streams and affords unusual advantages 
for rest, recreation and health building. 


The fact that this valuable property is 


to be thus improved will be good news 
everywhere. Williamstown has for years 
been acquiring fame as a summer resort, 
and this splendid addition to its accom- 
modations will add to its growing reputa- 
tion and doubtless be the means of largely 
increasing the number who find in the 
hills of northern Berkshire a summer rest- 
ingplace of unparalleled attractiveness.

THE SILVER 
DELUSION. 


WniU there is a dishonest side to the 


sihtr n:o\emcnt, there is also a deluded 
.mi. While thin is behind it a highly 
h'ipi-opir do-in to settle debts by half 
payment, there is also a mistaken notion 
ofthe etlett of the present low price of 
silver upon the prices of other commodi- 
ties. This notion is that the fall in silver 
here is due to its demonetization, that the 
f,Jl in silver holds all other values down, 
and that, until silver is remonetized, other 
commodities can not readily rise in price. 
T.iib belief is undoubtedly very influential 
in the West and South, and, if it were to 
he removed, much support would betaken 
from the silver cause. 


The recent rise in the piiccs of wht at, 


iron and cotton is calculated to affect this 
belief favorably to the cause of honest 
money. Wheat has risen nearly one-half 
irom the lowest pi ice, cotton over thirty 
:>t r cent, and iron about twenty-five oer 
cent, and is expected to 1^0 higher, 
'iut 


siht-r h,.s not risen in the London market, 
which is easily nianipuliicd, e\en five uer 
Ct::t. 


i'lHse facts show that there is nol a 


c.uisal relation between the low price of 
silver and the value of other things. This 
value is determined by the law of supply 
and demand. 
And the bullion value of 


silver is determined by the same law. 
Xor can the I'nited States, \\ithout the 
co-operation of Europe, by the unlimited 
coinage of silver raise its purchasing 
power much above its present bullion 
value. But this coinage would drive aw ay 
our gold, and every thing here except 
debts and labor would double in price. 
Wages would rise but not so rapidly as 
commodities. We should have inflation, 
speculation, panic and collapse. 
And 


when it was all over, those who h^yeonly 
their labor to HA c by wou^d^have suffei ed 
the most. . . ' 
'" . 


THE PRESIDENT'S PROCLAMATION. 


i'rtsident Cleveland has not been ov< r- 


pr.used in the TKA.VSCKIPT, but his Cub in 
proclamation should receive even Repi b- 
jican approval.

MK. DOULIN'S OPEKA HOUSE. 


THE PLANS WILL SOON BE COMPLETED 


AND WORK BEGUN. 


Mr. Dowlin Intends to Make It the Best 


in New England. 


Fred F. Dowlin is steadily pushing for- 


ward his plans and arrangements with re- 
gard to the five-story business block and 
opera house which he is to build this sea- 
son on the lot recently purchased by him 
of the estate of the late Hiram Sibley of 
Rochester, N. Y., an account of which 
purchase, with some outline of his plans, 
was published in the TEAXSCHIPT a few 
weeks since. 


Mr. Dowlin, having decided to give 


North Adams an opera house in all re- 
spects up to the times and befitting a 
town of this size, has taken great pains to 
ascertain what would be most desirable. 
In company with his architect, E. T. Bar- 
low of this town, he has recently visited 
all the principal theatres and opera houses 
in Boston and New York in quest of ideas 
regarding such buildings. His own opera 
house will not be patterned strictly after 
any they saw, but good features, wherever 
found, will be combined in it. Its inter- 
ior arrangement will be very similar to 
that of the Castle Square theatre in Bos- 
ton. This is a new theatre whose owners 
gave a great deal of study to the subject 
before it was erected, and the interior of 
which suited Mr. Dowlin and Mr. Barlow 
better than any other they saw. Mr. 
Dowlin says the cost of the interior finish- 
ing, decorations, seats, scenery, etc., will 
be about *26,000, which expense will be 
entirely outside of the contract work on 
the building, and that the opera house 
when completed will be interiorly the 
handsomest and most modern in New- 
England, not excepting the city of Bos- 
ton. The stage settings and scenery alone 
will cost about f6,000. 


The block and the opera house will be 


built at the same time. The plans are being j 
completed as fast as possible and will be 
finished in about three weeks. Ground 
will probably be broken within four 
weeks and work will be pushed as rapidly 
as practicable! ^jtf'ter it is begun.

THE PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE WILL 


SUPERINTEND THE RESERVOIR. 


The Notch Reservoir to be Built Immedi- 


ately. The Dam. 


The prudential committee have deckled 


not to accept any of the bids submitted 
for the contract of building the new reser- 
voirs. They have decided to build the 
Notch reservoir under tbeir own superin- 
tendency and to begin work immediately. 
Twelve bids were submitted and there 
was a remarkable variance in them. Some 
were ridiculously low and some were as 
ridiculously high. This fact as much as 
any other led the committee to take the 
work into their own hands. The building 
of the reservoir is an important thing, 
they feel, and should be done with the 
utmost care. They believe that more 
honest work will be obtained by the course 
they have decided upon than would be by 
the contract method. The committee is 
at present investigating concerning the 
amount of labor, number of teams and 
other things that are available. Proper 
men to oversee the work are being con- 
sidered and as soon as these things have 
been decided upon work will begin. 


The new reservoir will be about sixty 


feet high and 580 feet long. It will con- 
tain about ninety million gallons of water 
and when full the water will cover about 
twelve acres. Every precaution will be 
taken to have the dam perfectly safe. The 
spillway will be five feet high and fifty 
feet long, which is four times larger than 
the spillway of the present dam. Such a 
spillway will give vent for a large body of 
water.

Prior to Memorial day the General A. 


A. Richmond Light Artillery company 
had been out of sight for some time and 
had emphasized the old saying, "Out of 
sight, out of mind." 
But on that day 


there was an organization in line that 
gave its name as the General A. A. Rich- 
mond Light Artillery Social club. 
This 


was a new deal and the TRANSCRIPT man 
to whom was assigned the duty of report- 
ing the Memorial day proceedings re- 
solved that at no distant day he would 
know more of this organization and what 
ii, stands for. There wa.s no call for haste 
in the matter, but last evening the oppor- 
tunity of investigation presented itself 
and was embraced with the avidity which 
characterizes all attaches of a live and 
leading evening daily. 


The General A. A. Richmond Light Ar- 


tillery company was organized in the fall 
of 1892 and did good work in the presiden- 
tial campaign of that year. All ran along 
smoothly till some time last winter, when 
internal dissensions arose, as is .so often 
the case with new organizations of any 
character, and the result was a disruption 
and the disbandment of the company, in 
which Col. T. W. Richmond, son of the 
gallant soldier for whom the company 
was named, had taken a great interest 
from the start. But the end was not yet. 


Very shortly after the disbandment of 


the original company the General A. A. 
Richmond Light Artillery Social club was 
formed. This included some members of 
the old company, and the new organiza- 
tion is today in a very healthful and prom- 
ising condition. It has about twenty 
members, and its ranks are open to appli- 
cants who can meet the resquisite condi- 
tio is of membership. 
There are eight 


or ten applications to be considered at the 
next regular meeting. The mee' ings are 
held once a month in the armory on State 
street, and application blanks may be ob- 
tained of any member. It is expected to 
increase the membership to the full com- 
pany number of 100 before the next pres- 
idential election, when the General A, A. 
Richmond Light Artillery Social club will 
be heard from with its twelve-pounder 
and old army field-piece. 


Col. T. W. Richmond is, as before, at 


the head of the organization, of which 
M. L. Pero is captain. 
When the com- 


pany turns out the officers for the day are 
appointed by the captain, which arrange- 
ment does away with all occasion for dis- 
pute or dissension. 


The Artillery Social club is undoubtedly 


on a sound footing and it certainly has 
the best wishes of the community for its 
success. It has two good-sized guns with 
which to awake the echoes, and, more 
than this, it has a membership loyal as 
the "boys in blue," and who propose to 
know that their ranks, when filled, are 
filled with the right kind of men. 


THE ARTICLE IN FULL. 


Rev. Mr. Tebbetts' Views on the Y. 


M. C. A. 


So much comment has been created by 


the wider publication of an article from 
Rev. Mr. Tebbetts' pen in the St. John's 
Record, that we give the article in full, 
not desiring to put Mr. Tebbetts in any 
false position before the community. In 
our recent publication of his views some 
sentences were omitted which seemed to 
us unnecessary to the main view ex- 
pressed, and so saved our space by omit- 
ting. • The public may now judge from 
the original article word for word. 


The Young Men's Christian association 
is just now coming to the trout, and is de- 
manding money as well as attention from 
the citizens of North Adams. It is getting 
both. This fact is strangely at variance 
with the reputation of the town for being 
among the first in the field of all good 
works. Instead of that she is, presuma- 
blv, among the last, if there is any truth 
in"the public statement which was made 
at the international meeting of the Y. M. 
C. A. recently held at Springfield, that the 
general association was fast losing ground. 
Many of its local societies, as e. g., the one 
at Greenfield, had suspended, and many 
others were likely to do so. 
We are recognized as supporters of the 
local association. We have attended and 
taken part in its public meetings. We 
have conducted its services at the rooms. 
The president of the association is a 
churchman, a vestryman and a personal 
friend. 
Our 
men 
have 
done 
and 
are doing much for the support of 
the institution. Therefore, we are in a 
position to have and to express an opinion 
concerning it and the field it seeks to 
cover. 


It 
was said 
in New York some 
years ago by Presbyterian 
ministers 
aud 
others 
who 
were 
reckoned 
among the friends of the association, 
that it was "sapping the life of the 
churches" by drawing their young men 
away 
and 
banding them 
into 
a 
sort 
of 
independent 
club. 
How 
much truth 
there was or may be, 
in 
the statement we do not know, 
for we have never been in a position to 
determine. In the two towns where our 
ministry has been chiefly spent, the asso- 
ciation has been too weak to affect the 
churches one way or the other. 
We are very emphatic in believing that 
there ought not to be any place here, or 


I elsewhere, for a Y. M. C. A., and that 
I there would be no place if the churches 
were alive to their opportunities for serv- 
ing and employing young men. We do not 


I say this to criticise, much les-i to injure 
the association. But we believe with a 
great many others that the work the asso- 
ciation undertakes to do, rightly and 
properly belongs to the churches and 
should be done not independently of them 
but under their immediate direction. 
The Y. M. C, A. originated in the Eng- 
lish Church, and in England has found its 
chief support. But for certain reasons, 
our branch of the Anglican Church has 
never taken any great interest in _it. 
In 
this country it ha& adopted denomination- 
al methods, and in most places it is re- 
garded as an ally of the Presbyterian 
churches. It has employed and empha- 
sized their revival .system, and has in past 
years rather aimed to "convert" young 
men than to lift them educationally and 
morally. This is one reason, we presume, 
why the Episcopal Church in America 
has never been a very active sympathizer 
with the Y. M. C. A. Another reason lies 
in the fact that the Church in this 
country, 
as elsewhere 
stands 
for 
law and order; and 
while its em- 
ployment of the laity in moral and re- 
ligious work is broad and liberal, it yet 
insists that whatever is done should be 
under the Church's guidance, and by her 
authority. She should foster and direct 
ever good movement, especially such as 
pertain to the spiritual needs and develop- 
ments of men. All this is of course con- 
trary to the government of the association 
which is subject not to any ordained min- 
istry, but to a board of bankers, mer- 
chants, manufacturers and other business 
men, who commit its religious and spirit- 
ual work large^to the immediate direc- 
tion of the General Secretary. This offi- 
cer to whom this grave responsibility is 
committed is not infrequently a young 
man of twenty, without education, and 
with no experience in the care of souls; 
but with an ambition to make his office n 
stopping-stone to the ministry. 
We have no right to speak to any but 
churchmen on this subject, but we want 
our position understood as perhaps it has 
not been in the past: We want to be in 
thorough sympathy with every 
good 
word and work and to help on whatever 
tends towards the betterment of the men 
and women of our town. For Ibis reason 
we are glad to be identified with the 
Y. M. C. A., only we feel that the public 
care of souls should be under the immedi- 
ate authority and direction of the ordained 
ministers of the churches, and that the 
association should confine itself, as an in- 
stitution, to moral, educational and benev- 
olent works. 
There are many ways in which one man 
can help another religiously and spirit- 
ually without preaching to him, or try- 
ing to '-convert" him in open meeting 
by methods that are questionable as 
to their morality. And it is every Chris- 
tian man's duty to so help other men; but 
it is not always his to play the priest or 
parson, nor is it for th.e Y. M. C. A. to 
play the church. 
We do say, however, that where 
the 
churches are not doing or can 
not do their full duty to young men, there 
may be found good reason for the exist- 
ence of a young men's association. But 
we believe it should keep within the lines 
of which we have spoken. 
Heretofore our local association has 
done little for young men while the 
churches have done and are doing a great 
deal for them. But after it secures a 
more permanent and convenient home, 
it will have better facilities for showing 
what it can do for the intellectual and the 
moral life of young men. If it makes this 
its distinctive work, it will help the 
churches and the town, and it will receive 
every Christian man's sympathy and sup- 
port.

The 
three men were at once conducted to the 
dock, and each one sprang into his accus- 
tomed place with agility. 


The courtroom was thronged when the 


jury tiled in nt tv.'o o'clock. After the 
usual preliminaries the foreman was 
asked if a verdict had been found, and he 
replied in thealh'rnmtivc. They had found 
the prisoners guilty of murder in the 
second degree. The doomed men received 
the verdict calmly, not one of them ex- 
pressing any emotion or showing in the 
slightest that they felt the weight of the 
sentence. 


They were remanded back to jail, and 


their counsel were given two weeks in 
which to file exceptions.

fulling prices, diminishing profits, insecurity 
of investments, unemployed labor and a heavy 
depression in all branches of trade and indus- 
try. It is not a matter of dispute among tho 
honest advocates of the eld standard thut gen- 
eral prosperity came to an end with the de 
struciioiiof the bimetallic -ystem, and that, 
hard times, falling price.-, idle workingmen 
und widespread depression came in witli Ihe 
gold standard that prevails today wherever 
the gold standard haa been adopted. 


Kve.-y nit, rnal monetary conference that 


hu.sb.'ea c illecl, every demand in this country 
and iu L'ure-p.. r'ur an international agreement 
to ri -establish the bimetallic; standard, is a 
coiiia-,sion tiuil a demonetisation of siUer was 
a blunder, not a crime; that its consequences 
have been cli~::.strons, and that the eqnditions 
that it n.is wrought arc full of meiuice and 
peril. The 3o,'ie of fact estublshes beyond in- 
telligent question that the destruction of 
silver us primary money by u conspiracy of 
selfisti interests is the cause of the wide 
spread depression and the suffering thut began 
with the goli stand ird. There can be no 
restoration of prusperity, no permanent reliei 
from iirevu.ling condiiion-s until the great 
curse lias been removed from a complete 
restoration of silver to its proper place, 


As u Muuey Mclal, Equal With Gold. 
We believe ill a money of stable value; we 


believe, least of all, ill appreciating standard, 
it is only through the practical operation of bi- 
metallism that a stable standard of value enn 
be secured. A standard constitution of money 
coiislantly increasing the value is not a sound, 
siiigl'; nor a stable standard, but a constantlv 
chunking standard. The efft ct of gild mono- 
metallism is to establish one standard for tin- 
creditor and another for the debtor, und there 
can be no more dishonest monetary system 
than that which gives short measure to the 
borrower and long measure to the lender. 
Under the policy prevailing prior to 1873 


there can be no violent changes in the relative 
value of the two metals, for u rise in value of 
one metal is counteracted by a decreased de- 
mand und u fall in value by an increased de- 
mand. Under the operations of this benefi- 
cent law, a stable relation was maintained be- 
tween them in spite of the most extreme 
changes in relative productions'. 


From the earliest period of our history up to 


1878 the right of the debtor to choose whether 
he should pay his debts in silver or gold coin 
was always recognized. The subsequent policy 
has been to transfer thii right to the creditor, 
thus tending to constantly increase the value 
of the dearer metal and destroy the parity be- 
tween them. 


Believing that it is absolutely necessary to 


revors-e the iniquitous and ruinous policy, we 
therefore resolve: 


That we favor tho immediate restoration of 
silver to its former plaoe as a full legal tender, 
standard money, equal with gold, and the free 
and unlimited coinage of both silver ana gold 
at the ratio of 16 to 1 ana upon terms of exact 
Bquality. 
That while we should welcome the co-opera- 


tion of other nations, we believe that the 
United States should not wait upon tlie pleas- 
ure of foreign governments or the consent of 
foreign creditors, but should themselves pro- 
ceed to leverse the "grinding process" that 
is destroying thv prosperity of the people, and 
should lead by their example the nations of 
the earth. 


That the rights of American people, that th" 


interests of American labor and the prosperity 
of American industry have a higher claim to 
the consideration of the people's lawmakers 
than the greed of foreign creditors or the 
avaricious demands of "idle holders of cap- 
ital." The right to regulate its own monetary 
system in the interests of its own people ia a 


right which no free government can barter, 
sell or surrender. 


This reserve:! right is a part of every bond, 


of «very contract and of every obligation. IS'o 
creditor or claimant. c*m set up a right that 
tuk-es precedence overu i»tion's obligations to 
promote the welfare of the masses of its own 
people. This is a debt higher and more bind- 
ing than all other debts, and one whi«h is not 
only dishonest but treasonable to ignore. 
Under the nna'icial policy that now prevails, 


we see the., land nllud with idle and discon- 
tented workmen and an ever-g-rj\ving army of 
trumps, men whom lack of work and oppor 
tunity have made outcasts and beggars. At the 
othur end" we find that a. few thousand families 
own one-half the wealth of the c juntry. Th" 
centralization of wealth has gone hand in hand 
with the spread of poverty. The pauper and 
plutocrat are twin childron of the same vicious 
and unholy system. 


The situation is full of menace to the libei- 


ties of the neople and life of the republic. The 
issue is enfranchisement or hopeless servitude. 
Whatever the power of money can do by de- 
bauchery and corruption to maintain its grasp 
on tlie law-m iking power will be done. "We 
1 


therefore appeal vo the plain people of tlie 
peril that confronts them, and to defend the 
citadel of their liberties with a vigilance that 
shall neither sluinb -r n-ir aieep. 


The reading of the resolutions was fre- 


quently interrupted by tumultuous ap- 
plause, and they wero adopted without 
discussion.
